Those men vho engaiged In military ooafliot duri&g the Aaerioaii 
Revolution have been recognised for their efforta in the defense of 
liberty* Howe^r* there iias also a large facti^ among the citizenry 
vho served faithfully and with patriotiaa, maintaining an orderly 
and efficient local government during those years of strife* It is 
about the latter group that this manuscript attempts to point out 
actions of Mteworthy residents and their participation in necessary
